Those who arc near* good 
market fur vegetables will f!ml cabbages 
and winter squashes a g.xxl aocri-ssion 
for potatoes. Some of our shore farm¬ 
ers, near the sea-coast, raise onions for 
a first crop, anil follow with carrots.— 
The onions are sown early, and the 
carrot.* in alternate drill*, alnut the mid¬ 
dle ofJnnr The union* come off in 
August, and the carrots have the ground. 

It will be seen I hat by these success¬ 
ion crop* the farnu-r gets double the 
profits nearly fruit the same snrfav of 
land. It *> ouM sectn at fint glance lhat 
it reijuired a much larger capital to ear¬ 
ly out this plan But this difference is 
rather apparent than real. The capital 
is put in a different place. The routine 
farmer has the most of his invested in 
land, where it docs not pay him two per 
[vent, interest. The o‘her iuvertf Lis in 
only half the «put.tity of land, 'and the 
rest in manure, tools, and labor, with a 
view to make hi.* real estate productive. 

If an at re cost bitn forty d liars, he lay* 
out forty mon . and gets ten (h r rent, 
on the eighty, in-lead ol In- itig «nl ten 
grudgingly, ami getting four per cent, 
on the fifty. To make *u< version crop* 
profitable, wr must Lave more manure. 
The at>;l that L* capald** of producing 
only forty bushels of rnni to the acre 
ought not to be taxed with a second crop, 
unless it have help. With plenty nf ma¬ 
nure wc may take two crops annually, 
and gel a much larger interest on our 
capital, while wc keep the farm constant¬ 
ly improving. Whtti all crops are like¬ 
ly to rule high, it is a favorable time to 
invu't largely in manure, and make the 
soil yield all it will. — Thf Ib-meittad.

At 
length he sought the advice of ao emi¬ 
nent physi* ian. who gave him a prescrip¬ 
tion which he followed faithfully for sev¬ 
en mouth*, and at the cinl of tliat time 
had lost all desire for li>|uur*. although 
In* had been for many year* led captive 
bv a mo"t debasing appetite. The rec¬ 
ipe. which be afterwards published, and 
by which many other drunkards have 
been assisted to reform, i* a* fulluws:— 

“ Sulphate of iron .five grains : magnesia, 
ten grains; peppermint water, eleven 
drachms; spirit nf nutmeg, one drachm , 
twire a day." This preparation a*1s a* 
a tonic aud stimulant, and iu partially 
aapplii s the jilarc of the the &ci*u»tonn‘d 
liquor, and prevents that absolute physi¬ 
cal and moral prostration that follow* a 
sudden breaking off from the u>e or 
stimulating dunks. 

CiiExpSuxLi.IitKK.—To twelve quart* 
of cold water, add a pint and a half of 
strong hop tea. and a pint and a half of 
molasses. Mix it well together, and 
buttle it imraediatly. It will be fit for 
use tLe next day, if the weather is warm. 

Sprcck Beer. — Allow an ounce of 
Lops and a spoonful of ginger to a gal¬ 
lon of waU-r. When well Ixiiled, strain 
it. and put in a pint of ni'dx*ses, and 
half an ounce* or less of the essence of 
spruce : when cool, add a teacup of yeast 
and put into a clean, light cask and let 
it ferment lor a day or two, then bottle 
it for use. You can boil the sprigs of 
spruce in room of the Meence. 

■ Bon Qockli m»ue.— a I 

gallon of boiliug water is poured over 1 
three quarter* of a pound of loaf sugar, 
one ounce of gingc-r, and the peel oi one 
lemon; when milk warm, the jnice of I 
the lemon and a spoonful of yeast are 
added. It should be made in the eve¬ 
ning, ami bottled next morning in stone 
but tic*, and the cork tied down with 
twine. 

Good brown sugar will answer, and 
the lemon may be omitted, if cheaporn 
is required.
